This is !o IK; paid into the 
various iorals and forwarded by the 
stcretitrifts to, the nations! secretary- 
troasuror, who will hold it subject to 
the oriter of the board. This will pro- 
viiloJrom $15,000 to S^O.OOU per month 
for the .striken;.

The 
work will be in charge of Henry W. 
Stephenson. assisted by F. A. Bannis- 
ter.

Thousand Mcii to Spore. 


Over a mouth ago the British war 


office issued an older calling out the 
remainder of the army reserve, there- 
by placing some 70,000 men at the dis: 
posal of the authorities. The army re- 
serve man is not a womout soldier, 
jut a comparatively young man—be- 
{weeii 25 au<I 35 years of age-^-who has 
teea several years' service in 'the regu- 


ariny and :uBder the short service 


system has passed out into the reserve 
while still young, with his health un- 
impaired, in the vigor of manhood and 
with a soldier's training in marching 
and shooting. 


Of these 70,000 men nearly 50,000 be- 


long to the Infantry arm of the serv- 
ice, nearly 11,000 are attached to the 
Royal artillery, a force badly needed 
at the Beat of war; G,000 are cavalry of 
the line, over 0,000 belong to the foot 
guards and 3,000 to the Eoyal engi- 
neers. A portion of this force has al- 
ready sailed for the Cape, where they 
have been used to stiffen the backs of 
the battalions ordered to the fighting 
line. 


With the departure of this army re- 


serve force to South Africa the limit 
of the regularly enrolled available 
strength of the English army may be 
said to have been reached, and from 
now on the British government will 
have to look to the militia, yeomanry 
and volunteers for further re-enforce- 
ments of the army at the seat of war, 
says the St. Louis Globe-Democrat. 
So thoroughly does tlie tvar office ap- 
preciate this fact that 24 battalions of 
the militia have already beea em- 
bodied, 12 of which will be sent to 
South Africa at once, while the re- 
maining 12 will hav-o a chance to gain 
the necessary proficiency iu drill and 
musketry work by garrison duty. The 
effective strength of the militia is 9S,- 
000 men. Of these 14,743 are artillery- 
men and 1,804 engineers, so that the 
war office can depend on getting at 
least. 10,000 men of the two scientific 
branches. 


The nationality of this enrolled force 


is made up of 02.000 Englishmen, 24.- 
000 Irishmen and 12,000 Scotchmen. 
Less th.'in 15,000 are over 33 years of 
ajje. and about the same number rauge 
between 30 and 33, while the re- 
mainder, nearly 70,000 men, are un- 
der 30 years of ago. Their vocations 
in ordinary life .•show that 32,000 are 
agricultural laborers, 20,000 are me- 
chanics, nearly 13,000 are miners, 10,- 
000 are artisans and 33,000 are fisher- 
men. As to religion, half belong to the 
Church of England, 40,000 are Roman 
Cntbollcs, nnd a small minority be- 
Ion;; to what tie military rnnn knows 
as "fancy 
religions."

no Idea that a river is tliere at all. 
Very often the banks of the rivers 
there are much.- higher, close to the 
edge, than the ground farther away 
ami thus form a kind of natural dike, 
but when the river is particularly swol- 
len it rises above those dikes, and as 
it falls it deposits the sand and mud it 
has washed down on the banks, thus 
further increasing their height 


On approaching the river, therefore, 


instead, as one would expect, of hav- 
ing to pass over more rising ground, 
one sees oneself, to one's horror, be- 
fore a steep, stony road, which sudden- 
ly yawns in front, so that the only 
thing is to pull cp .the-horses and put 
the drag oa the wheels. There is no 
going back. To have to pass through 
the ford on a dark night makes the 
pulse of an otherwise brave man beat 
higher. Twelve yards below a stream 
half the breadth of the Rhine rushes 
along with an uncanny swiftness. Com- 
pared with that stream ordinary Eu- 
ropean rivers are harmless. 


Those who know tbis drift are guid- 


ed by day by marks on certain large 
rocks on the banks, showing the height 
of the water. At night inquiries about 
the waters are made of the Kaffirs liv- 
ing on the northern banks or at Pot- 
gietor's farm, on the southern bank. 
In the bed of the river itself bowlders, 
large and small, lie in the way, and 
one only knows of their presence by 
the vehicle passing over them. You 
cannot see them in this clay colored 
water. The road through is not direct 
between one side and the other,'-but 
forms a curve toward the source of 
the river.

Strange to say, this 
spoon made its way into the Interior of 
the Philippines long before an Ameri- 
can soldier bad ever set foot there, 
says the St Louis Post-Dispatch. It 
was seut to Mr. Harvey by John C. 
Burrowes, superintendent of the din- 
ing car service of the Southern Rail- 


lii his luuur to Jir. Harvey Mr. Bur-; 


rowes says the spoon was sent to him 
by Lieutenant Hush -Williams of the 
United States Thirty-third volunter in- 
fantry, aow on duty !n the island of 
Luzon. Mr. Burrowes incloses a letter 
from the lieutenant, who says: "In the 
town of Cabarnan in a nepa hat I 
found a spoon marked 'Fred Harvey.' 
How it ever got there T do not know, 
for we were the first American troops 
in tbe place." 


Mr. Hnrvey has no doubt that the 


spoon was taken from one Of his eat- 
ing houses by some American soldier. 
but how it got into the interior Is a 
mystery. He will keep it as a souvenir 
and at the suggestion of Lieutenant 
Williams will have the foliating in- 
scription engraved npon Jt: "Nov. 20. 
1SS9, 6 p. m., Cabarnan, Pangasinan, 
Philippine Islands, capture of Philip- 
pine secretary of war, Feliqwe Buen- 
caroino." 


The only theory so far advanced Is 


that the spoon was taken from an 
American soldier In or around Manila 
and carried Into the interior by the 
fleeing army of Agulnaldo.

-It is as follows: 


•'I've had a bit of an exciting time 


since I last wrote—almost too exciting 
at one time. Last time I 'Trote.-svas 
when -we -were leaving Tuli for KhoJes' 
drift 
We arrived there all right, aft- 


er much marching and counter march- 
ing— mostly by night. 
The second 


night of it, for tiie small portion we 
had for sleep, I struck a guard; so by 
tile tL*^"i i^ai I M.IM in a wretched 
state from want of sleep. I "as al- 
ways dropping oi? to sleep on ray hbrsb 
and suddenly waiving up. Moreover, I 
began to see all sorts of strange things. 
Brooks and trees were transformed 
Into houses arid gardens, and then I 
would come to with a start and piuch 
myself'and try to Ueep awake—a very 


r unpleasant experience. THiea we reach- 


ed Rhodes' drift, our sqnadron was 
quartered there alone, and we had a 
conple of brushes with the enemy to 
start v,rith. 


"1 missed the.-first, in which we bad 


much the best of it. "We only had one 
man hit, and. that only sli.chtly, and in 
return we bowled over a couple of 
Dutchmen (others may have been 
woun<3«l), stampeded their borses. over 
100 in number (we surprised their graz- 
ing guard), killed or wounded 20 of the 
Uorses. and jumped seven. The nest 
fight vras warm for a bit. We had 
only half the squadron, about 45 men, 
who were reconnoitoring round the ene- 
my's fort, dismounted.

StiJl It was a every bitter pill—ha>Jcg to 
ineak off at night, leaving everything 
behind, including the few horses left 
alive, our kits and \vagons, even the

"We -were not 


allowed to shoot tbe wounded ones, 
as we bad to sneak oft as quickly as 
possible. It was very sad work. Lucki- 
ly we had no man hit 
I don't kupw 


what we should have done If we had. 
I suppose -we should have remained 
there and taken the ia<vitable conse- 
quences, as we would no*" bav« left 
them. We left at 8 p ra, and arrived 
at Tuli at 1 p. m. next day, only two 
halts, one and a balf ia the night 
for sleep and another of,half anjiour 
for breakfast, whlcb for me and most 
of :os consisted of water. I bad noth- 
ing to eat except one small cooky fioiu 
8 o'clock tbe morning of the fight to 2 
p. ra. the nest day. 


"Altogether -we: marched 40 miles 


through awful country, for a long way 
through brushwood -called-the'.-'wait.-a 
bif thorn, and In the night, too, it tore 
onr clothes, hands, anus aad faces to 
bits; then through sandi over konjea 
covered with thick brush. Altogether 
it; -was equal to 60 ralles of English 
roads, and we -went pretty fast when 
the way allo\7ed- 'We had one pleas- 
ant surprise. One of our officers left 
us arid rode on to Tnli when we were 
about ten miles off and reported that 
•we were Only a few miles out, pretty 
dead beat as we were. Until Captain 
Glynne arrived they believed -we were 
all cut up, and one of the squadrons 
rode oat to us and lent us their horses,

They met us about three miles ont, 
ancS I'm bio wed if I know how we 
could have crawled in -without them.

NEW YORK WOODS FOR PARIS 


Exhibit Prepared by the State Sn- 


Tbe exhibit of woods of the state of 


York-for the Paris exposition -will 


consist of 70 different species nuCL ISO 
pieces of wood. Each specimen, ac- 
cording to an Albany dispatch to the 
New York Times, Is 12 inches Jong, 5 
inches wide and three-quarters of an 
inch thick. 


There arc two samples of each spe- 


cies. One shows the rougb surface as 
It comes from tfcs saw. while the op- 
posite side has a smooth 
surface, 


showing the appearance of the wood .is 
worked in a planing machine or under 
a carpenter's hand plane. 
The second 


piece is finished in oil on one side and 
on the other side in varnish, with a 
fine polish or "piano finish." A few- 
species a.re represented by more tban 
two pieces in order better to show some 
of the beautiful peculiarities of tlie 
wood, such as curly and bird's eye 
maple,.and also to sho-w its appearance 
wben quarter sawed or otherwise. Tlie 
specimens nre arranged in rows on six 
uprigiit frames, with three rows and 
30 pieces on each frame.
